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ANNAPOLIS WINS 


Defeats Our Jeam In a Well Played 
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Ten-Inning Contest 


Splendid Showing by Our Boys 


It took the Navy ten innings to defeat the- 
George Washington University base ball team 
Saturday, and then the score was but 6 to 5. 

The result of this game answers the question 
which the students have been asking them- 
selves for some time. “What kinti of a base 
ball team are we going to have?” Those 
who went over to Annapolis with the boys 
Saturday are already satisfied as to whht they 
can do; Coach White has expressed himself 
as highly pleased with the work of the team, 
and impartial base ball critics say that this 
season the George Washington University 
will have a nine capable of holding its own 
with any of the colleges in this section of the 
country. 

Last year the Middies defeated the old 
Columbian team 15 to 1. This year their 
team is f#4y 50 per cent stronger than it was 
a year ago, and yet they were only able to de-| 
feat the Buff and Blue aggregation after ten 
innings of hard playing. Even at that one 
or two of their players confessed themselves 
outplayed. Half of the runs scored by the 
cadets were made after the side should have 
been retired, and none of the other three were 
earned. 

Then again, it must ,be remembered that 
our team had not been able to practice at all 
during the week on account of the bad con- 
dition of the grounds, due to wet weather. 
Coach White expressed himself as satisfied 
that if the boys had been able to work to- 
gether for three or four days prior to the game 
they would have romped away with it by a 
good score. 

There will be one or two changes in the 
team this week, which will strengthen it to a 
great extent. Batting practice will be one 
of the features of the work during the days 
between now and the Villa Nova game Friday, 
and it is confidently predicted that the team 
and the batting will be greatly improved. 


If you watit to see your team in action, and 
pass an opinion upon it yourself, then come 
down Friday and see the game with Villa 
NoW. This is a strong team, even stronger 
than Annapolis, and no cine will regret the 
trip to University Field. \ V 

With this introductory we Will tell a, short 
story of the game Saturday. 

The Navy sent the Buff and Blue men to 
the bat first, and only three men facqd Need- 
ham, the crack twirler of the Middies. Hol- 
land, who did th^ box work for George Wash- 
ington, blanked his opponents for two innings, 
but in the third they succeeded in getting one 
run across the plate. 

In their half of the fourth, after Price and 
Bradley had been thrown out at first, Steven- 
son doubled to left, and Bielaski sent out a 
long one to right garden, scoring Stevenson, 
ahd anchoring on second himself. ; Weber 
followed with another double to right, scoring 
Bielaski. 

This put the Buff and Blue in the lead, but 
in the fifth the Navy scored two runs through 
a combination of good luck, the wind lifting 
a fly over Van Vliet’s head, two men scoring 
after two outs. George Washington tied the 
score in the seventh, and went ahead in the 
eighth. \ , ' 

However, in their half the Navy scored two 
runs, and entered the ninth inning with a 
score of 5 to 4 in their favor. Weber drew 
a base on balls and went around to third 
when Van Aulkenberg, who had succeeded 
Needham, threw low to catch him. Orrison’s 
long fly to left scored him. 

In the tenth, Orrison’s error gave McWhor- 
ten a life on first, and a base on balls with a 
steal placed him on third, from which he 
scored on an infield hit. 

The entire team played great ball. Only 
two errors were chalked up against the team. 
Bielaski played fine ball at short stop, and 
Weber certainly made good at first base, hav- 
ing fifteen put outs without an error. Brad- 
ley caught in faultless style, and Stevenson 
played second without an error. 

\ At the bat Weber lead with two singles and 
a double out of four times at the bat. 

Holland pitched a splendid game for the 
Buff and Blue. His control was perfect, and 
his curves sharp and deluding; Hutchinson 
will probably pitch Friday. He is one of the 
finest south paws in this section of the country 
and many teams will fall victims to his de- 
livery before the season is over. 





die of July. In Bradley we have a catcher 
the -equal of any in the city. A sure heady 
batter, a clever base runner and an excellent 
coach for a pitcher. Of the pitchers Hutch- 
inson is the best and when in shape will hold 
down the best teams we meet.y Joe Holland 
appears to have mastered his great defect of 
last year — lack of control— and should this 
year win many a game. Thomas is also an 
excellent pitcher. His assortment of curves 
is particularly good. Weber on first is prov- 
ing himself an experienced ball player, a hard 
hitter and a sure fielder. Stevenspn is in it 
again with his bat and will drive /many runs 
across the plate. He is a trifle slow in his 
fielding and should another infielder appear 
would do well to play himself in the outfield. 
Bielaski at short stop, although somewhat un- 
steady in Saturday’s game is a known quan- ' 
tity and nobody is worrying about him. Gr- 
rison at third is a good rtan but unreliable 
as an infielder. Van Vliet, who bears all the 
car marks of a ball player, would strengthen 
the infield. He and Orrison might trade 
places. Price by his good fielding and batting 
has earned his position in centrefield. Bur- 
kett, Warner, McMahon, and Salisbury are 
running a close race for an outfield position 
and the best hitter will win. The fielding in 
Saturday’s game was very good and the batt- 
ing an improvement over anything we had 
last year. Holland pitched a very pretty 
. game. The most satisfactory feature of the 
work so far is the spirit the boys are showing 
They are working together and fbr the team 
and the school. The credit for this delight- 
ful feature goes to the coach Doctor G. Harry 
White. His ability to handle the boys and 
to impart to them some of the base ball knowl- 
edge he possesses are factors which mean 
much in the molding of the 1905 team. 

This year we are going to have a sure 
enough hard hitting, fast fielding ball team. 
Lets all get together and give them the sup- 
port they deserve.

The manager and trainer of the track team

The program of events as far as made out in- 
cludes all the usual track and field events and 
besides a large number of relay contests. The 
management is at the present time working 
under some difficulties. The financial problem 
it is hoped to overcome by the concert on Fri- 
day night. The principal difficulty now is the 
uncertainty as to just wo are coming out. 
The classes are all showing great enthusiasm 
and spirit but they have not yet sent in any 
information as to what events they wish to con- 
test. . 

During the coming weeks, entry blanks are to 
be sent to each class and it is the desire of the 
management that these be filled out and re- 
turned as soon as possible so that they shall 
have some working basis to go ahead on. 

All men who arc desirous of competing in 
any events are priviledged to turn out at any 
time at the track and secure the aid and ad- 
vice of the trainer. On every afternoon after 
four thirty, Captain Bryan is at the park and 
he is always glad to do everything in his power 
for those interested in the track athletics.
